The Governor directs the publi- 
cation of the following letter from 
the Secretary of the General Post 
Office, London, announcing an alter- 
ation in the scale of weight for 
charging letters sent from the United 
Kingdom to Vancouver Island.

General Post Office, 

Wth December, 1865. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Post- 
master General to inform you that, 
on the 1st January next, and thence- 
forward, an alteration will take place 
in the scale of weight for charging 
letters sent from the United King- 
dom to Vancouver Island, by substi- 
tuting for the present scale of pro- 
gression a scale having half an ounce 
as a unit throughout, with the post- 
age advancing by one rate for each 
half ounce. 

Thus — a letter weighing more 
than one ounce, but under one ounce 
and a-halt, will be chargeable with 
three rates of postage, instead of four 
as at present ; and, if exceeding two 
ounces, but under two ounces and a- 
half, will be chargeable with five 
rates of postage, instead of six ; and 
so on. 

A proposal will be made to the 


Government of Vancouver Island, 
through Her Majestv^s Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, to adopt a 
similar alteration in charging letters 
sent from Vancouver Island to this 
country.

ROAD, STREETS AND BRIDGES. 

Schedule A shows the length of Road macadamized, or otherwise 
made, during the year, also the amount of Bridging and Corduroying 
built, together with the cost of the same per yard, and per mile, ex- 
clusive of superintendence. 

A great many important works for which monies were voted by the 
Legislature, have not been carried out, owing to the anticipated deficiency 
of the revenue. 


AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 

Schedules B, C, D, and F, G, and H show the population, number of 
acres cultivated and fenced, number of stock, and the estimated value of 
the improvements of each settler in the more recently settled districts, 
viz. 

Cowichan, Comiaken, Shawnigan, Somenos, — in Oowichan Country. 

Nanaimo, Cedar, Mountain, Comox — in Nanaimo Country. 

Schedule I, shows the number of claims recorded, and the number of 
acres during the years 1861, 2, 3, 4 and 1865. This must not, however, 
be regarded as a correct statement of the quantity of land settled up, as 
many persons take up land, record it, settle for a short time, and vacate 
it, or move to another district. 

I regret being unable to furnish more of these returns, which are so 
valuable to the government and the public. 


SURVEYS AND EXPLORATIONS. 

Comox District. — The most important survey made during the year 
1865, was that of the Comox District. Great inconvenience was felt by 
the settlers in being unable to fence, and in some instances to pay for 
their lands, after a certificate of improvement had been obtained. I 
therefore arranged with them to send a private surveyor up to make the 
survey at a cost not exceeding $6 00 for 100 acres, or $8 00 for a larger 
amount, they^finding labor, board and lodging for the surveyor. I have 
subsequently obtained the authority of His Excellency to deduct the 
amount so paid by them from the purchase money of the land. The cost 
of this survey was 44 cents per acre ; amount surveyed, 5,494 acres. 


Government House Grounds have been surveyed, and stone posts 
put down to mark the corners in a permanent way, cost of survey $60: 
Posts, $50 00. 

Esquimalt Harbour. An accurate survey of the principal Topogra- 
phical features of the land in this neighbourhood and as far as Victoria, 
has been made, for the information of the Imperial Government. Cost, 
$337 71. 

Exploring Expedition. An expedition to the West Coast of th® 
Island, was fitted out under the command of John Buttle, for the purpose 
of discovering gold in paying quantities. Although in this respect the 
hopes entertained were not realized, >et valuable knowledge of the Topo- 
graphy of parts of the Island hitherto little known was obtained, and the 
existence of ranges of slate to the northwards was proved. Further ex- 
ploration in this direction may establish the fact of large deposits of the 
precious metal. Cost, $2,300. 

Discovery Island — was surveyed and an Indian Eeserve laid out, to 
prevent disputes between the natives and settlers. Cost, $91 76. 

Road — Goldstream to Sayward^s Mill. An exploration of the 
country between these two points is being made, to ascertain M^hether it 
is possible, at a moderate expense, to make a waggon road. The last 
report from the surveyor engaged in the work is very favorable as regards 
the first 7^ miles from Goldstream. This line is shorter by 3^ miles than 
the existing one. 


WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 

Government House. The house and grounds were purchased for 
the sum of $19,000. The design for altering and enlarging the same was 
prepared by Messrs- Wright & Sanders, architects. It was not considered 
expedient to carry out the whole of the design this year. A contract was 
entered into for the enlargement as it now stands, at a cost of $13,288. 
Most of the large articles of furniture were made in the Colony at a cost 
of $594. New Stables, capable of enlargement, were erected at a cost of 
$670, and some old ones patched up for temporary use. General alterations 
and additions and improvements, such as the sinking of wells to supply 
water in case of fire, were made at a cost of $1,414. The architects 
commission was, as usual 2^ per cent.; air ount $910. 

Government Buildings. General repairs, sweeping chimnies, and 
whitewashing the public offices, cost $249 25. 

Gaol. Building Bath House, repairs and alterations cost $1,249 86. 

• Magistrates House, Leech River. Repairs, &c., cost $36. 

Court House Nanaimo. Plastering and building boat house, cost 
$181 80.

VICTORIA. HARBOUR IMPROVEMENT. 

Dredger. The work of dredging began on the 22nd February, and 
was entirely discontinued on the 15th June. During that time about 1600 
tons of mud were lifted and discharged half a mile outside the harbour. 
The cost was about $2 a ton, exclusive of wear and tear and breakages. 
Many unavoidable delays were caused by the machinery not being in all 
its parts adapted to the work. e. g. 

The steam tug drew so much water that she lost a great deal of time 
in getting hold of the loaded punts. The bottoms of the hoppers were 
found to be too flat to discharge the stiff sandy clay of the harbour. The

anchors for holding the Dredger were reported by the Superintendent of 
the works as far too light to prevent the vessel from dragging. The 
injection cocks, from being placed just under the ladders were obnoxious 
to being choked with the sand stirred up by the buckets, and held in 
mechanical suspension in the water, thus preventing the formation and 
retention of a proper vacuum, and the needful supply of steam. 

With all the machinery in working order the cost of dredging should 
not exceed 35 to 38 cents per ton, or about thrice the cost of the same 
work in England. 

The Steam Tug has had her shaft taken out and lengthened so as to 
give it a bearing on the aftermost stern post, and the old brasses, which 
were quite worn through, have been renewed, and strips of lignum vitse 
for bearings, inserted. She has been also fitted with larger masts and 
proper canvass, and is now considered efficient and seaworthy.

Sir — For the uiforrnation of His Excellency the Governor I enclose a 
return of the transactions in this oflice during the past year. 

Although the receipts are not so large as the two proceeding years, 
yet considering the depressed condition of all business pursuits, the\ are 
really beyond what might have been looked for, only falling short of the 
expenditure $183 35. 

The Registrar General anticipared a large increase of fees from 
copying deeds as allowed by the amended act, I regret to say that not one 
single case of a full spread of an instrument has occurred since I assumed 
the duties of this department, nor indeed since the amended act passed 
in April 1865, from which. I think it may fairly be presumed that the 
public perfectly appreciate the advantages of the system of registration 
originally established in this Colony, and which is gradually extending In 
other Colonies, and has with some modification even been adopted in the 
mother country. 

An additional source of income has taken place since the operation 
of our amended Registry Act, viz. From the acknowledgement of Deeds, 
&c.y under section xiii, (13) and section xxx, (30) which compels a 
depositor of an instrument to pay $5 if the same remain one month or 
upwards in this office. 

I am glad to be able to add that no registered Title has either in the 
past year, or in 1864, been contested.
